Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The best US prior art Ruppert et al (5,640,002) teaches a portable RFID tag and 
barcode reader. But, the best US prior art lacks the limitation of actuating the first RFID 
antenna to verify the identification of the item if there is a perceived error in the weight 
of an item as measured by the scale. The limitations lacking in the prior art, in 
combination with the other limitations clearly claimed in the application, are novel and 
unobvious. 

The best foreign art (EP 1 ,248,244) teaches a self-service checkout system with 
RFID capability. But, the best foreign art lacks the limitation of actuating the first RFID 
antenna to verify the identification of the item if there is a perceived error in the weight 
of an item as measured by the scale. The limitations lacking in the prior art, in 
combination with the other limitations clearly claimed in the application, are novel and 
unobvious. 

The best NPL (Can RFID effectively track inventory?) teaches RFID tags and 
tracking inventory. But, the best NPL lacks the limitation of actuating the first RFID 
antenna to verify the identification of the item if there is a perceived error in the weight 
of an item as measured by the scale. The limitations lacking in the prior art, in 
combination with the other limitations clearly claimed in the application, are novel and 
unobvious.
